A forward step in the establishment of a satisfactory re- 


lationship between individual students in the Junior Col- 
lege and the faculty of the University has been taken in the 
setting up of the Junior College Advisory System.

It has been determined that most of the solvable difficul- 
ties encountered by college students are those of orienting 
themselves in their new surroundings and in learning how 
to most efficiently direct their efforts and energies toward 
the attainment of their objective, a training of mind and 
body which will enable them to live happily and successfully 
in a highly competitive world. 

Small colleges throughout the United States claim special 
advantages for their students in that with their smaller en- 
rollments much more personal attention by faculty mem- 
pan hq given to the solution of the manifold problems 
are YiraRented to freshman and sophomore students 
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3 institutions have tried to solve the personal 
problems of their students by giving orientation lessons; 
others "by giving special attention to those students who 
have gotten into scholastic difficulties. Neither method has 
been outstandingly successful in lowering the incidence of 
failures of students during their first two years of college 
work which is the the time when most preventable failures 
occur. The Junior College Advisory System has been de- 
vised as an effective method of establishing cordial and 
mutually helpful relations between the students and mem- 
bers of the faculty with a view of eliminating all of the pre- 
ventable difficulties which operate to deter the student 
from reaching his or her education objective. 

On November 14 Henry Grattan Doyle, dean of the 
Junior College, sent letters describing the advisory system 
to all Junior college students. Letters were also addressed 
to the-parenta and guardians of these students and their co- 
operation with the faculty advisors was requested.
